KEPT IN A LOFT. 


The Terrible History of a Young 
Man Made Crazy by Love. 


An Inhuman Father’s Persecution of His 
Unfortunate Son—The Details of the 
Story ot The Village Idiot.” 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Platt, August 19.—The story of the latest 
insanity horror which the rural districts of Pennsyl- 
vania has yielded up is now told. It comes from the 
aristocratic suburb of Chestnut Hill. The victim is 
George Streeper, who has been crazy for fifteen 
years, and who was confined by economy 
three years in the house of 
his father, Charies Streeper, a 
man worth $55,000 living one quarter of a mile out 
of Chestnut Hill on the Flower Town road. In the 
year 1809 George Streeper was 4 boy of 18, living in 
his father’s house. I was in that year that he 
went harmlessly crazy. The few people living 
about “The Wheel Pump” Inn, the center of the 
settlement, and who remember him at that time say 
that the cause of his insanity was love. He was 
infatuated with Mary Polts of Chestnut Hill. 
His father opposed his suit, forbade the boy's at- 
tentions to the girl, dogged him about the 
country from place to place when he thought that 
his son sought a meeting with his sweetheart and 
cursed him roundty whenever he thought his mind 
or his footsteps were bent in her direction. It isthe 
sound of the father’s curses to-day, when he 
them (which is not seldom), that excites the boy, 
now a middle aged man, 

Nou MELANCHOLIA INTO MANIA. 

Years went on, the father content in having mas- 
tered the son's inclination, grew rich. The boy 
grew more and more “the village idiot.” He ran 
away but the father followed him 
to Newtown, Delaware County, and brought him 
back. Things went on much the same way as be- 
fore for another five years. The only sign of an 
ever-growing impairment of the son's mind was 
increasing irritability when the father swore, It was 
in the harvest timo of 1881 that the son leaped at the 
old man after be bad delivered an unusually heavy- 
charged volley of abuse in the cornfield behind the 
house in which he lived—one of the dozen houses 
which Charles 2 owns. The father had the 
corn-cutter in his nd. “If he had'nt had it.“ 
said an eye witness yesterday, “there would have 
been another acquittal in a murder case on the 
ground of insanity.’ As it was the boy, then grown 
through years of mental darkness to a man of 30, 
snatched a bundle of corn stalks and thrashed his 
father like a sheaf of grain. It was the last free ex- 
ere of his muscles. Save for his father, mother 
and little brother, the barber who was brought in to 
shave him, and tobert Gordon, host of the 
“wheel-pump,’ who was called in to coax him 
down stairs to let abarber shave him, no mortal 
eyes have seen his face. The buried man has two 
rooms. One is a garret with a tin roof. It has no 
stove in winter, and it guthers all the heat that the 
cool villas of Chestnut Hill let escape in the summer. 
The man's insanity grew deeper, but it kept its mel- 
ancholic form,;save when the father's harsh voice 
was heard in the household beneath. Then

Commercial Notes. 


Corn in Illinois is badly in need of rain. Where 
three weeks ago the prospects for the new crop were 
of the best, to-day they fear great damage. They 
claim that if they have no good rains in the next 
week or ten days the crop will be cuf down one-half, 
In many sections the plant is said to be fred.“ ow- 
ing to the drouth and hot sun.——But the corn crop 
of Kansas and Missouri seems to be beyond danger, 
even ui frost. Frost cannot be looked for for some 
time to come. A sample of Kansas corn, sent here 
by S. A. Brown & Co., of Neodosha, was received by 
S. W. Cobb & Co. If itis a fair average sample of 
Kansas corn no fears need be felt of that crop. It is 
beyond all danger of drouth, frost or anything else 
that might injure it. S. A. Brown & Co. write that 
corn prospects are magnilicent. Chicago's stocks 
this morping were 2,054,562 bus wheat, 960,554 bus 
corn, 168.021 bus oats, 99.4357 bus rve and 20,480 bus 
barley, showing an increase of 351,000 bus in wheat, 
69,000 bus in oats over last week, and a decrease of 
53.000 bus in corn. The stock of No. 2 spring de- 
creased 14,000 bus of contract corn 122,000 bus and 
No. 2 oats increased 53,000 bus.——The combined 
stocks of wheat of the yn markets are 
906,500 bu larger this week than last, and corn de- 
creased 124,000 bu.——-It is claimed there is little de- 
mand for wheat, simply because Europe is not buy- 
ing freely. But what becomes of the enormous re- 
ceipts that have been pouring into the accumulative 
markets since the new crop commenced moving? 
The increase in the stocks of these markets has been 
comparatively moderate. And the increase in the 
visible is not as large this year as during the two 
preceding years. This wheat must be used some- 
where to disappear from sight.

THE TEACHERS OF THE BLIND. 

The eighteenth biennial assembly of the teach- 
ers of the blind, meets in St. Louis to-day, at 
the Missouri School for the Blind on Nineteenth 
and Morgan streets. There is a peculiar inter- 
est in the work before this body which merits 
more than passing attention. The history of 
the education of the blind begins in the city 
of Memmingen, A. D. 1178, and since that date 
the care and the training of these helpless un- 
fortunates has occupied the time of many good 
and wisg men to the exclusion of all other in- 
terests. 

There is yothing in all the catalogue of 
miseries and blight which can fall upon hu- 
manity that appeals for human sympathy 80 
strongly as blindness. That men should live 
ever in a gloomy darkness uncheered by a single 
ray of light touches a chord in the breast of the 
most unsentimental. We know that life must 
be for them colorless, sapless and unw holesome, 
as it is for plants that grow in cellars, And 
beyond this deprivation there is a practical side 
to their condition, about which too much can 
not be said. We all recognize that the struggle 
for life, growing in intensity with the years, is 
being bitterly fought out throughout the 
civilized world; the men equipped fully with all 
the faculties are daily falling; in the battle for 
bread the failures are continually more notice- 
able. What chance have the blind in.the race, 
handicapped by calamity! Their misfortune is 
not their fault, and the world owes them, nota 
living, but education that will end in self-sup- 
port, 

The gentlemen who are meeting to-day de- 
serve honor and praise on every hand for the 
work they are doing. They should be made to 
feel how thoroughly their services in the cause 
of humanity are appreciated by right-thinking 
men. There are, in the United States, 
according to the last census, 45,028 blind, of 
which total Missouri contains 2,258 Experi- 
ence proves that these can be taught to earn a 
livelihood,and every conference of the teach- 
ers of the blind in the past has widened the 
sphere of work by which the sightiess may live. 
That the convention opening to-day in St. Louis 
will follow up the record of the past is not to 
he doubted by those who know the gentlemen 
in whose hands this noble work for the blind is 
held.

Harmon, continuing his recollections of public 
men, Was the gathering of Southern Sena- 
tors and Representatives at Col. Robert E. 


Lees house, Arlington, in 1560, when it was | 


decided by them to resign and retire from 
Con Jesse D. Bright, of Indiana, after- 
w expelled from the Senate, and myselt 
were the only Northern men present, do 
not think the meeting was prearranged; we, 
at least, had no notice of it, and 1 think none of 
the others hac. 
ROBERT E. LEE. 


„Les, in his capacity as chief of staff to Gen. 
Scott, had been on duty at Washington for 
many years. He was rich, and so was his wife, 
and their home at Arlington was a welcoine re- 
sort for Southern members especially. Col. 
Lee aways confined himself to his official du- 
ties at the army headquarters. Though one of 
the best-known officers in Washington, he was 
never seen about th» Capitol, in attendance on 
the sessions or lounging about any of the haunts 
of public men. 

ARLINGTON HEIGHTS,

by saying that as Lee would go with his State, 
he, too, would ‘go with his people,’ meaning 
the people of the South, who hal given hi im 
845,763 votes for the office of President of the 
United States at the election a few weeks pre- 
viously. lat beside Breckenridge, told him 
that Kentucky would never go out of the 
Union, and tried to persuade him to take no 
further steps. He felt bound in heart to unite 
his fortunes with those who had sustained his 
candidacy, and with much sorrowing did so 
when the alternative came.

A NEW DESTINY.

Carondelet Abandons Her Hopos of 


Becoming a Manufacturing 
Center. 


- 
— 


Her Citizens Putting Forward the Suburban 
Residence Advantages—Vacant Houses 
Left by Departed Merchants and 
Artisans—The Decay of Local 
Manufactures — A Pictur- 
esque and Healthy 
Suburb. 


“If you judge Carondelet solely as a manufectur- 
ing center you'll have some fault to find; but if, 
when you've finished your inspection, you don't say 
that we have the finest residence sites in the whole 
city you'll surprise me,” said Mr. Fred W. Mott yes- 
terday to a Post-Dispaton reporter who had been 
detailed to visit the southernmost section of the city 
and ascertain whether there were to be seen any 
evidence of recovery from the dullness into which it 
lapsed after the closing down of the several large 
concerns which for some years made it a very lively 
and prosperous suburb. During the earlier part of 
his tour around Carondelet the reporter found it 
impossible to keep the Water Rates Assessor's 
admonition at hand, as the evidences of decayed 


manufacturing greatness were so apparent at every 
turn that all other features of the scene were disre- 
ee He dismounted from the at The 
sks” station and at once found Himself in a 
region which only the presence of one or two very 
sleepy looking peep saved from preventing the 
aspect of one of these deserted mining towns which 
are said to exist here and there in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The street he walked up was lined by houses 
of which hardly one contained a tenant and the 
absence of the “For Rent' sign on the vacant ones, 
showing that there was absolutely no hope of rent- 
ing them, was @peculiarly significant indication of 
the hopeless situation of the owners. A very large 
proportion of the houses had been occupied as 
saloons. The signs of the late proprietors remained 
but there were no empty kegs on the sidewalk in 
front, and no welcoming door stood 
wide open to afford the dusty pedestrian 
achance to cool off after the methods in vogue 
among the anti-Prohibitionists. The first evidence 
of anything approximating business activity was 
met at Pat J. Egan's saloon, at the corner of Polk 
and Marceau streets, where the proprietor was 
found serving a customer to a beer. When the 
manufacturing interests of the place were at their 
zenith Mr. Eagau's resort was crowded with patrons 
early and late, and it was no wondey, when the re- 
porter 
ENGAGED HIM IN CONVERSATION 
upon the falling off in trade, that his expressive face 
assumed a mournful expression. The — is dead. 
he said. Out of twenty-six saloons at the 
Docks, all of which did a good business, there are 
only left three. Mine is the only dram-shop in this 
— of Carondelet and the other two are wine and 
er saloons. None of us are making money. There 
isn't even an existence in the business, let alone a 
living. I've been here since the first rail was rolled 
and I never saw it so dull as at present.“ 

“I notice that the supply of houses exceeds the 
demand,” the reporter suggested. 

“TI own five houses here, for which I used to get 
$90 a month. Iam now getting about $20 a month 
for them. The tenants of most of the houses here 
occupy them without paying rent. There are be- 
tween 200 and 300 houses around here which are 
either empty or occupied by non-paying tenants. 
After the Vulcan and other works closed there was 
still some business supplied from the docks, but 
now that they have suspended operations, this part 
of Carondelet is dead. 

“I should think that your cheap rent would at- 
tract workingmen.“ 

There's a discrimination against usin passenger 
rates which hinders us from renting our houses. 
The commutation rate from here to the city by rail 
is eight cents, while from the Taylor Street Station, 
ten blocks further north, itis only fivecents. If we 
were given a better rate than this I think we should 
be able to rent a good many of our houses.“ 

“How much population do you think Carondelet 
has lost by the closing up of the various factories?” 

“I couldn't tell that but I should say that the 
stopping of the Vulcan works alone caused us to 
lose about 10,000. There was an average of 1,800 
men employed in the Vulcan anda large majority 
of them were men of family. They had big amil- 
ies, too, and I don't think that, counting in their 
wives and children, there were less than 7,000 souls 
of them. Then we must include the people who 
lived off them—the saloon keepers and grocers and 
others who would bring it up to the number I 
quoted.” 

“Are you looking forward to a revival of the man- 
ufacturing interest? 

“No, we don’t ever expect to see things running 
again as they were. It's just terrible to survey the 
ruin of the great manufacturing business we used 
to have here. From the river Des Peres up the Mis- 
sissippi for three quarters of a mile there were 

AT LEAST 3,000 MEN 
constantly employed, and now. with the 
exception of Kilpatrick's foundry, which employs 
some 200 men, there's hardly a dozen men working 
along that entire river front. I have spent about 
$15,000 in improvements here and 1 don't believe I 
would realize one-third of that amount if I sold.” 

The nestor of Carondelet is Dr. Frederick Hill, 
who went there nearly fifty years ago and whose 
handsome residence on Broadway was built thirty- 
five years ago, at which time it was surrounded by 
the primeval forest. From the days that the at- 
mosphere of the place was redolent only of tbe fra- 
grance of the pine and the wild honeysuckle he has 
seen it pass by stages of gradual development until 
its air was dense with the smoke of a dozen huge 
factories, giving employment to thousands of men 
and an impetus to the locality which, it would thus 
seem, no power was able to stay. Again, he has 
viewed the passing away of all this achievement and 
the return of the old and in many respects delight- 
ful. tranquility. One good thing the temporary 
m acturing prosperity did for Carondelet 
and that was to thoroughly advertise it asa 

leasant residence quarter, and the very large ma- 
fority of those who went there at the time business 
was booming decided that, although they might be 
obliged to work elsewhere, they could continue to 
have their homes among its pleasant. leafy 
thoroughfares. Seated in the pieasant shade of the 
gourd-vines which climb up the walls and all over 
the roof of the rear portion of his residence, Dr. 
Hill was well able totake a very philosophical view 
of the situation and it was quite a valuable lesson 
in the art of making the best of everything to hear 
the gentleman describe the use and fall of various 
local enterprises to Which be had given large pecuni-

“When running in full blast“ the Doctor said, on 
being requested to give an idea from memory 
of the capacity of the various industries which 
once made Carondelet such a busy place, “The 
Vulcan used toemploy 2,200 men. Their monthly 
wages account used to amount to from $100,000 to 
$115,000. The Ship Yards and Marine Railway used 
to pay out $40,000 to $50,000 a month. The Zink 
Works paid out 000 to 60,000; the Rock Quarries, 
now doing we ittle, about $20,000: the Iron Moun- 
tain Machine Shops. now moved to De Soto, about 
$47,000 a month. The Carondelet Zinc Works em- 

oyed about 700 hands; the Meier Iron Works about
